Jessica Venezia, spokesper- 
son for the Middlesex District 
Attorney’s office, told the 
Crier ‘this week that the 
changes in charges were not 
actually a reduction at all. 
Several charges, affecting 
three of the boys, referred to 
possession of ‘large capacity 
firearms, which in 
Massachusetts must go 
through Superior Court, after 
receiving an indictment from 
a Grand Jury. 

“Those charges have been 
amended to their district 
court equivalent,” said 
Venezia. “The cases are still 


Sanville were part of a group 
of at least ten youths who, 
according to court docu- 
Yments, knew about the unin- 
habited, dilapidated house at 


764 Woburn Street in 
Wilmington and “all the cool 
stuff” stored inside. 
According to police reports, 
several of the youths broke 
into the house in the autumn 
and stole guns and weapons, 
eventually leading to a lock- 
down of the Shawsheen Valley 
Regional Technical School on 
Friday, October 24. Police 
suspected that one or more of 
the stolen weapons may have 
been brought to the school. 
Multiple firearms were 
stolen from the house, includ- 
ing a .22 caliber rifle, a fully 
loaded .30 caliber semi-auto- 
matic rifle, a sawed-off shot- 
gun, and a number of hand- 
guns. Further items stolen 
from the house included a 
box of arrows, a gas mask, 
and a variety of knives 
including a ten-inch “butter- 
fly” knife and a “plunge” 
knife. Another suspect tried 
to pry open the handle to a 
large safe, but just broke it 
instead. Trigger locks on two 
large guns were easily pried 
off with knives. Other guns, 
according to court docu- 
ments, did not have trigger 
locks. Some firearms were 
found on the floor, a desk and 
a dresser in the house. 

And the kids knew that the 
house held a veritable smor- 
gasbord of weapons, 
described “all the cool stuff” 
in the house, including 
ammunition scattered on the

Police nab masked man 


Tedeschi employee arrested in connection with robbery

TEWKSBURY - After an 
article appeared in last 
week’s Tewksbury Town Crier 
about a masked bandit rob- 
bing a local convenience 
store, Tewksbury Police 
received a number of tips.

A look back at the career of Jim McCune

Jim McCune started his 
terrific coaching career at 
Wilmington High School in 
December of 1989, and 
ended it with last month 
against Bishop Fenwick in 
the Division 3 North section- 
al _ semi-finals. From 
December of 1989 to March 
of 2009, McCune spent 20 
years calling the shots for 
the boys’ basketball team. 
During that time, he com- 
piled 268 victories, eight 
Cape Ann League titled and 
made three trips to the sec- 
tional final. His teams qual- 
ified for the state tourna- 
ment 15 of the 20 years, 
including three times while 
in the Merrimack Valley 
Conference and 13 of 14 
times while a part of the 
Cape Ann League. 

Throughout the 20 years, 
McCune coached so many 
kids who played very hard 
for him, who were named 
all-league players, one play- 
er who scored over 1,000 
points in his career, and 
some players who played 
hardly any minutes, but are 
names and faces he’ll never 


forget. 
McCune saw overtime 
thrillers,  buzzer-beaters, 


slam-dunks, heartbreaking 
defeats, and many, many 
outstanding wins. He 
watched his team officially 
get placed on the high 
school basketball map after 
its dramatic overtime win 
over North Cambridge 
Catholic back in the 2001-02 
season. 

Throughout the 20 years, 
he watched five different 
men serve as the President 
of the United States of 
America, he became of a 
father of two boys, Jimmy 
and Matthew, he saw six dif- 
ferent people take the reigns 
as the head coach of the 
WHS Girls Basketball pro- 
gram, and he worked under 
two athletic directors and 
five different high school 
principals. 

Throughout that time, 
McCune proved to be one of 
the hardest working coaches 
this athletic program has 
ever seen. He proved that 
he’s one of the program’s 
all-time coaches by becom- 
ing the first coach to ever 
lead any high school team to 
seven straight league titles. 
He’s proven that he is 
among the best to ever 
coach any sport at WHS 
because of his knowledge of 
the game of basketball, his 
knowledge of student-ath- 
letes, and how to take five 
individuals and make them 
play incredible together. He 
proved that year after year 
after year and that equaled 
successful seasons year 
after year after year. 

Outside of Wilmington, 
McCune holds the highest 
regard and respect of oth- 
ers, you go, 
school administrators, fel- 
low basketball coaches, bas- 
ketball gurus, former play- 
ers and reporters, all give 
McCune the highest compli- 
ments a high school coach 
could possibly get. 

McCune has always been 
known as a tough competi- 
tor. He yells, screams arid

demands with the best of 
them. He'll bark at a player, 
or a referee with the best of 
them, but all for the better 
of the basketball player and 
more importantly for the 
better of his basketball pro- 
gram. This program was his 
baby - it took him some time 
but he turned it around. The 
move to the Cape Ann 
League had a lot to do with 
that and he admits that, but 
this coach is one of a kind. 
He gets the most out of his 
players and his teams, and 
is prepared for every team, 
every situation and makes 
tremendous adjustments all 
to give his teams a better 
chance to win. He’s as tough 
as they come in terms of his 
true competitive nature to 
always win and always suc- 
ceed. He’s as tough as they 
come in terms of running 
extremely high level prac- 
tices. He plays the best play- 
ers, and does things his way. 

He is the kind of guy who 
did everything for his play- 
ers and teams that no one 
ever saw. People would see 
the guy who looks like Mike 
Ditka who would yell at a 
player up and down. But out- 
side of that, is a guy who did 
everything he could for his 
players whether it was in 
the newspapers, with college 
coaches, with fellow teach- 
ers and school administra- 
tors, or with those players’ 
everyday lives. He has 
helped hundreds of 
Wilmington High School stu- 
dent-athletes immensely, 
and he impacted so many 
people’s lives on and off the 
basketball court. 

While he is among the 
best, he’ll never tell you 
that. He’ll neyer pat himself 
on the back, He puts on the 
sweatshirt for practice, 
grabs the whistle and 
instructs, teaches and push- 
es kids to get better. If he 
wins a big game, he’s all 
smiles and immediately 
gives credit to his kids. If he 
loses, he’ll say what went 
wrong and say what the 
team needs to do to get bet- 
ter. There’s no ego with 
McCune - never has, never 
will be. It’s always about the 
kids. It’s what they have 
accomplished, not what he 
and his staff have accom- 
plished. 

And now after this year’s 
16-6 season, McCune offi- 
cially gave his resignation 
after the loss to Bishop 
Fenwick saying that he 
needs to go to another pro- 
gram that will pay him a lit- 
tle bit more money than 
Wilmington does. There’s no 
other reason. The 50-year- 
old has nothing but tremen- 
dous memories, friendships 
and true love when thinking 
about his long tenure at 
WHS, 

“I know people didn’t 
always agree on how we did

was a great 20 years - just 
seeing the success of the 
kids. Nothing will ever be 
like this again. I may have 
success (in my next coach- 
ing job) but it’ll never com- 
pare to this. I gave them 
everything I had, and I 
enjoyed the hell out of it.” 


Starting out 

Before the 1989-1990 sea- 
son, McCune was named the 
head boys’ basketball coach 
by former athletic director 
Jim Gillis, replacing Dave 
Orndorff. McCune inherited 
a team that had 12 seniors, 
and was coming off a 5-13 
season while playing in the 
Merrimack Valley 
Conference. McCune wasn’t 
a coach during that 1988-’89 
season. He just got married 
to his wife Sharon, and the 
newlyweds were living on 
the South Shore. McCune, 
who grew up in Somerville, 
had coached previously at 
St. Clement’s High School in 
Somerville. He had terrific 
success there, including tak- 
ing a 22-0 team to the sec- 
tional final at age 28 but left 
because his daily commute 
became very difficult. Two 
years later, after he and 
Sharon moved back to the 
Somerville area, he applied 
for the opening at WHS at 
the age of 30. 

“The job (at WHS) wasn’t 
my first choice; it was my 
second choice,” he said. “I 
was glad that the other guy 
decided not to take it. The 
adjustment was 
was new. My first coaching 
job was in a city I grew up in 
and I knew all of the kids, 
and all of their families. So 
this was my first time being 
new to a town with different 
kids and families, so there 
was an adjustment there. I 
don’t know if I had to make 
an adjustment to 
Wilmington, or if it was a 
case that Wilmington had to 
make an adjustment to me 
because I coached the same 
way in Wilmington than I 
had in St. Clement's.” 

While he was young, and

“The thing that happened 
over the years’ in 
Wilmington is I became a 
better coach,” he said. “I 
learned how to handle a lot 
of different situations - pri- 
vate school and public 
schools are a lot different. 
There was no real adjust- 
ment except for the new- 
ness. I think people just had 
to get used to me. It took a 
long time. I wasn’t loved the

The 1989-1990 Wildcats 
made their season debut 
against Dracut and came 
away with a 58-51 win.

“My first year I inherited a 
team with 12 seniors,” 
recalled McCune. “Coming 
into that situation, my 
dilemma was what was I 
going to do with all of these 
seniors? I did the right thing 
by keeping them all, but I 
was also going to start to do 


of got us rolling, and those 
three sophomores were Matt 
McManus, John Lynch and 
Greg Maiella. We had 12 
seniors and those three kids, 
and those three kids played. 
There was a lot of resent- 
ment with a new coach com- 
ing in. My style was a little 
bit more confrontational in 
my earlier years and I would 
say that I have mellowed out 
a lot over the years.” 
Despite starting out 2-0 and 
one more game 
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coach) Dave Orndorff was 
great, too. So I had some 
pretty good people behind 
me through those early 


years. 

The following season the 
Wildcats finished 5-15, and it 
wasn’t until the 1991-’92 sea- 
son when Wilmington really 
turned things around, finish- 
ing 12-8 and advancing to 
the Division 2 North tourna- 
ment behind the likes of 
three talented seniors 
named McManus, Lynch 
and Maiella, and junior 
Greg Cardello. McManus 
and Lynch are now in the 
WHS Hall of Fame, and 
Cardello went on to have a 
great career at Salem State. 

Wilmington defeated 
Boston Latin at Wakefield 
High School for McCune’s 
first post-season victory at 
WHS, before the team lost to 
Charlestown in. the .second 
round. 

After that 1992 season, 
Wilmington didn’t qualify 
for the post season again 
until the 1994-'95 season. 

“After (92) we had a little 
bit of a lull,” said McCune. 
“The kids were still very 
dedicated. We had kids who 
loved basketball but weren’t 
necessarily great players. 
The adjustment I had to 
make was losing, how to 
deal with it, and how to turn 
things around.” 


team failed to make it to the 
tournament. Although the 
work ethic was there from a 
kid like Brent Carbone, the 
wins weren't mounting. 

“I was used to winning 
championships and I came 
here and we were getting 
clubbed,” said McCune. 
“And I don’t know how well I 
handled it. I wouldn’t say 
that I handled it well. As a 
matter of fact, it took me 
quite a few years even after 
we started winning to figure 
out how to deal with losses. 
There were times during the 
middle of a season where we 
would hit a lull, and have a 


“few losses in a row and I 


think that was because I 
couldn’t handle losses and 
my reluctance to let them 
go. 

“I think now as a coach, 
I've learned to deal with the 
losses and let them go, and 
move on. I think that’s been 
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hard but it was really tough. 
That league there, 
Wilmington would never 
beat an Andover, a Central 
Catholic, a Lowell or .a 
Methuen, because that was 
ple’s perceptions and 
people weren’t going to 
allow that to happen.

That team posted 
several big victories, includ- 
ing winning the remaining 
four games to qualify for the 
playoffs in the program’s 
final year of competing in 
the MVC. 
The next season would be 
in the Cape Ann League. 
“Being in that (MVC) 
league was difficult,” he 
said. “We accumulated a lot 
of wins over the years and I 
don’t know if that would be 
the case if we were still in 
that league. When we were 
in the Merrimack Valley, we 
would play some great 
games and we'd lose by 25 
points. It was discouraging 
to the kids. They had ig 
think I was nuts saying they 
played great but lost by 30.

“Those kids had a tremen- 
dous amount of character. 
Those kids there would have 
the shared the sarne success 
we've been having if they 
played in the Cape Ann 
League, That league was 
just very hard to play in. .

But the kids 
are better now - why I don’t 
know.

‘Those kids there Sean

offs), But what those kids did 
and playing until the very end 
is:something I'll ever forget. 

“All of the championships 
are great and they are fun, 
but I don’t spend a lot of time 
thinking about that stuff.

After missing out on the 
tournament in 1998, 
Wilmington hasn't missed 
since. The next two seasons 
Wilmington again won a first 
round playoff match-up 
before losing in the quarterfi- 
nals again. 

It wasn’t until the 2001-'02 
season where Wilmington got 
éver that hump, all the while 
starting a tremendous run of 
séven straight Cape Ann 
Léague titles. The Wildcats 
réached the Division 3 sec- 
tidnal final three times dur- 
ing that span, including that 
season, again in 2004 and

He can take an 
average athlete and if you do 
what Jimmy wants, he'll take 
what you have, he'll take your 
strengths and make you com- 
petitive against anyone and 
that’s a credit to him because 
of his understanding of the 
game, his tendencies and his 
homework.”

Besides the 351 career wins, 
the 268 coming in 
Wilmington, with the eight 
league titles and the three 
trips to the sectional final, 
McCune is a very proud hus- 
band, father of two young 
boys, a Legion Baseball 
coach, and is very proud of 
his routes from Somerville 
and is extremely proud of 
having 20 great years in 
Wilmington in his life. He's 
leaving Wilmington with a 
quest of earning more money 
at another high school pro- 
gram, but said he leaves here 
with absolutely, positively no 
regrets. 

“Absolutely not - I have no 
regrets whatsoever,” he said. 
“I leave with no hard feelings 
or any of that. This is proba- 
bly the first time in my life as 
a coach that I've finally start- 
ed to think about myself. I 
don’t think anywhere I coach 
will be anywhere parallel to 
what I’ve had here. This 
place has been unbelievable. 
The friends I've made, the 
people I’ve met, the kids I've 
coached, the principals and 
athletic directors I've worked 
for, the new friends I’ve met 
up here - this place has been 
unbelievable.” 

Basketball has been a part 
of McCune’s entire life. He 
grew up playing it on the 
streets and gymnasiums of 
Somerville, and he was also 
an avid baseball player. But 
it’s basketball where his true 
love lies, and it’s coaching 
basketball that really epito- 
mizes him. After all he start- 
ed coaching at the age of 21, 


the strategy part of it. I like 
coaching against somebody, 
and I like the competition. I 
like to compete. I like to get 
after it and coaching is the 
only way I can do that 

“That's what it is - the chal- 
lenge of making a team and 
trying to make an individual 
better. Taking a group of kids 
and trying to mold them into 
the kind of team you want, 
and seeing how they do with 
it and seeing how far you can 
take them. 

“I just love being around the 
kids. I get a kick out of deal- 
ing with all of their personal. 
ities, and it’s a lot of fun. We 
were perceived in my first 
five years as being real hard 
(expletive deleted), but I 
think if you talk to most of the 
kids over the last eight to ten 
years, they probably get a 
kick out of our antics. Some 
of the things we did may have 
been unconventional and not 
by textbook, but I think we 
were pretty clear of what we 
wanted to accomplish with 
the kids and what we wanted 
to get out of them. Obviously 
with the kids in the program 
who kept coming back, it 
worked.” 

They kept coming back 
because McCune’s a great 
person, not only a great 
coach. 

“He's a good guy, a good 
friend and a quality basket- 
ball coach,” said Woods. 
“We've had 20 years of fun. 
He's a friend, he’s a great 
teacher of the game and he’s 
a comrade. He’s the best and 
he’s going to be missed 
around here a lot. It’s not just 
basketball; it’s a social thing 
too. Our families know one 
another, he watched my kids 
grow up and I watched his 
kids grow up. 

“When we started coaching 
together, (my oldest daugh- 
ter) Stephanie wasn’t even

“He’s the best coach anyone 
could have,” he said during 
the season.

North Reading’s District Post Office to close 


Postal a: 
viability? 


By PAUL FEELY 


You've got mail - but for 
how much longer? 

No one is saying the United 
Sates Postal Service is going 
to disappear anytime soon, 
but the announced closing of a 
district office in North 
Reading, coupled with tesimo- 
ny given just last week by the 
United States Postmaster to a 
House Subcommittee paints a 
picture of an American insti- 
tution that is in serious finan- 
cial trouble. 

Postmaster General John 
E. Potter, in testimony before 
the House Subcommittee on 
Federal Workforce, Postal 
Service and the District of 
Columbia just last week, 
urged lawmakers to provide 
the Postal Service greater 
flexibility with regard to man- 
dated retiree health benefit 
payments, though he asked for 
no fiunancial assistance from 
Congress, as the Postal 
Service is a self-funded gov- 
ernment entity. 

“I come before you today 
with only one agenda - asking 
for your support in preserving 
an effective, affordable Postal 
Service, capable of serving 
every American in every com- 
munity, and one that remains 
an important economic driver 
for many years to come,” 
Potter said. “These are 
extremely challenging times - 
for the nation and for the 
Postal Service. We have done 
a great deal to preserve the 
future of our nation’s mail sys- 
tem. But there is more to be 
done and we must do it togeth- 
er.” 

As a result of the economic 
recession, the Postal Service 
has released figures predict- 
ing that mail volume will like- 
ly plunge to 180 billion pieces 
by the end of fiscal year 2009, 
from 212 billion pieces as 
recently as 2007. 

“The Postal Service is a 
unique institution,” said 
Potter. “While it must operate 
like a business, competing in a 
marketplace that includes 
some of the world’s most 
respected and successful busi- 
nesses, it must also fulfill an 
important public service role. 
That is a role we embrace. We 
must serve every customer 
and every community. Rich or 
poor, from the biggest cities to 
the smallest towns, we must 
provide the same high level of 
service. We must provide the 
same access. The Postal 
Service is today, and has 
always been, the link that con- 
nects every American - no 
matter who, no matter where 
~ to every other American, for 
only the price of a stamp and 
an address. We cannot put this 
at risk.” 

At the hearing, Potter 
described Postal Service 
actions to sustain long-term 
economic viability, including 
reductions in fixed, variable 
and non-personne! costs over 
the next three years - some of 


was taking bold actions in 
response to its ongoing finan- 
cial crisis, saying it would 
close six of its 80 district 
offices, eliminating positions 
across the country and offer- 
ing another early retirement 
opportunity. These actions are 
expected to save more than 
$100 million annually. 

Among the six offices clos- 
ing is the facility in North 
Reading, located just off Main 
Street near the WalMart store. 
The other district offices slat- 
ed for closing include those in 
Lake Mary, FL; Manchester, 
NH; Edison, NJ; Erie, PA, and 
Spokane, WA. All of the cho- 
sen sites house only adminis- 
trative functions and will not 
adversely affect customer 
service, mail delivery, Post 
Office operations or ZIP 
codes. A release announcing 
the closings stated that the 
functions of these six offices 
will be assumed by 10 district 
offices within close proximity. 

Calls regarding the clos- 
ings were placed to area post 
offices in surrounding 
Middlesex East communities, 
seeking comment on how the 
announced closing of the 
North Reading site may possi- 
bly increase customer traffic 
at those locations, but all calls 
were referred to a spokesper- 
son in North Reading, who 
then referred them to a 
national spokesperson, who 
then referred all inquiries to 
the release previously issues 
by the Postal Service. No addi- 
tional comments were issued 
by authorities. 

According to the Postal 
Service, administrative staff 
positions at the district level 
nationwide are being reduced 
by 15 percent. More than 1,400 
mail processing supervisor 
and management positions at 
nearly 400 facilities around 
the country also are being 
eliminated and nearly 150,000 
employees nationwide are 
being given the opportunity to 
take early retirement 

In the Massachusetts 
District, it is expected that as 
many as 129 positions may be 
impacted by these changes. 

These new measures are 
coupled with cost-cutting 
actions the Postal Service has 
taken over the past few years 
already, which include 

Cutting 50 million work: 
hours; 

Halting construction of 
new postal facilities; 


Negotiating an agreement 
with the National Association 
of Letter Carriers that adjusts 
letter carrier routes to reflect 
diminished volume: 

Freezing salaries of all 
Postal Service officers and 
executives; 

Instituting a nationwide 
hiring freeze: 

Reducing authorized 
staffing levels at postal head- 
quarters and area offices by at 
least 15 percent; 

Selling unused and under- 
utilized postal facilities; 

Adjusting Post Office hours 
to better reflect customer use; 
and, 

Consolidating mail pro- 
cessing operations. 

Last week, the Postal 
Service presented to Congress 
a strategy it says will ensure 
its long-term viability, despite 
recent sharp declines in mail 
volume. 

During his testimony 
Potter outlined specifics of the 
plan, , which include 

A new process for evaluat 
ing and adjusting city delivery 
routes 

Reduction of employee 
work hours and overtime by 
pursuing even greater effi 
ciencies throughout the organ: 
ization 

Halting construction of 
new postal facilities and 

directing funds to the sites 
with the most critical needs 
(ie. buildings badly damaged 
or destroyed by natural disas- 
ters) 

Improved fleet manage- 
ment and delivery routing to 
reduce fuel usage 

Expanded energy efficien 
cy to reduce energy use 
throughout Postal Service 
facilities 

Reductions in employee 
travel budgets through the use 
of web and video technology 
to conduct meetings and con- 
ferences 

Renegotiations of supplier 
contracts to reflect reduced 
needs 

Potter also asked Congress 
to pass H.R. 22 and modify the 
method by which it is required 
to fund retirement healthcare 
benefits, saying there would 
be no aditional cost to taxpay 
ers. 

“Even with our aggressive 
cost-cutting measures, our sit 
uation is critical,” Potter said.

materials (glass, - plastic, 
metals). Massachusetts is 
home to Newark Group's 
recycled paper mill in 
Fitchburg, which accepts 
mixed residential paper 
from cities and towns across 
the state. Abitibi Bowater, 
which collects paper from 
dozens of community drop- 
off sites, has recycled paper 
mills in Canada. 

“Recycling markets have 
recovered from similar 
downturns in the 1970s, and 
in the early and mid-1990s, 
said McGrath. 

“The Massachusetts 
Department of 
Environmental Protection 
has discussed the market 
situation with many MKF 
operators and recyclers 
including Casella, Waste 
Management/Recycle 
America, E.L. Harvey and 
Abitibi Bowater. All have 
reported that they are still 
able to find end users for the 
paper, glass, plastic and 
metals they collect. More 
importantly, these local 
businesses need a continued 
stream of materials to 
maintain productive opera- 
tions. Recycling in 
Massachusetts is a vital 
industry that supports more 
than 1,400 businesses and 
19,000 jobs. 

“Our program has grown 
each year and this year’s 
figures are way ahead of 
last year's, McGrath 
said...”

TEWKSBURY-

than the EPA's mandated 
maximum, does not mean 
the water is contaminated. 

“This is NOT a contami- 
nation problem. This is a 
processing limit exceeded, 
said Lewis Zediana, Chief 
Operator and Water 
Division Supervisor for the 
town. ‘We have an excellent 
record of 20 years of con- 
trolling THMs.” 


“Residents do not need to 
use an alternate water sup- 
ply. Both the town Chemist, 
Marlene Ladderbush, and 
the Director of Public 
Health, Lou-Ann Clement, 
told reporters that, ‘there is 
not an acute health risk at 
all”...

“We cannot overcome the eco- 
nomic forces without help 
from Congress. 

“We need your help 
because our actions, by them- 
selves, will be insufficient to 
offset a declining financial sit- 
uation. Mail volume is run- 
ning 12 percent below 2008 lev- 
els. The gap between revenue 
and costs has become a 
chasm, widening each day. We 
are facing losses of historic 
proportions. Our situation is 
critical. The Postal Service is 
doing everything possible to 
manage costs, pursue growth 
opportunities, and provide the 
best service possible for our 
customers. The sheer magni- 
tude and velocity of the forces 
undermining our finances, 
however, are overwhelming. 

“The Postal Service's pre- 
carious situation is a reflec- 
tion of the overall weakness in 
the general economy and is 
not indicative of any lessening 
in the actual or perceived 
value of the mail. A quick look 
at our results in the years just 
before the economic downturn 
illustrates this. Mail volume 
reached a historic high of 213 
billion pieces in 2006. 

"Assuming that we achieve 
our planned $5.9 billion in sav- 
ings, the Postal Service is still 
projecting a loss of $6 billion 


in 2010. This follows last year’s 
loss of $2.8 billion, and, in 
2007, a loss of $5.1 billion. Mail 
volume is expected to plunge 
to only 180 billion pieces by 
the time we close our books 
on 2009 at the end of 
September. Declines are pos- 
sible beyond that point. 
Looking ahead, and consider- 
ing projections for the overall 
economy, we do not expect 
any near-term improvement. 
We anticipate continued vol- 
ume decline and a loss of 
more than $6 billion for next 
year, based on the latest fore- 
casts from Global Insight.” 

Potter also said the Postal 
Service would initiate a public 
policy discussion with 
Congress, regulators, major 
customers, the business com- 
munity and the American 
people regarding adjusting its 
delivery schedule from six to 
five days. The removal of a 
legal requirement regarding 
days of delivery could result in 
annual savings of $3.5 billion, 
according to the Postal 
Service, The requirement for 
six-day delivery service was 
mandated by Congress in 1983 
when technology and con- 
sumer access were different 
than today.
